Should Be Fed 
Grain, Corn 
Eelr.g 


In Combination With 
and Barley Meal 
Preferable. 


Wiscon- 
sin College of Agriculture.) 
For pig feeding whey that is fresh 
from the factory or at least 
only 
slightly fermented is considered to be 
worth about one-half as much as skiiu 
milk. 
It should be fed in combination 
with grain, corn and barley meal be 
Ing preferable. 
Fed 
in this combination, expert 
ments indicate that 1,000 pounds of 
whey have a feeding value equal to 
IOO pounds of corn meal. 
Ordinary 
whey has been found 25 to 30 per 
cent, more valuable than whey which 
has been separated to recover the 
butter fat. 
Cue to two pounds of 
corn meal, however, added to 
IOO 
pounds of separated whey will com­ 
pensate for the fat that has 
been 
taken out. 
As it is doubtful if sour 
or stale whey Is fit to feed a n y ani­ 
mal, pains should be taken as far as 
possible to feed whey in sweet condi­ 
tion only. 
It requires more or less whole and 
skim milk aud the utmost care to 
raise calves on whey. 
After calves 
have been raised to a month or six 
weeks only, ten to fourteen pounds of 
fresh sweet whey fed daily with the 
best of hay and a choice grain mix­ 
ture will grow calves, but as a genera!

time of some good, patriotic Ameri­ 
can father and mother, and for twen- 
ty-otie years he trained in American 
citizenship in their home, we would 
have none hut loyal citizens. 
The kingdom of heaven would not 
he safe for one moment if God should 
open wide the door and admit every 
unwashed, unregenerate alien of this 
earth. 
Thy would start a rebellion in 
twenty-four hours. 
He is too wise 
for that. 
Every one who enters His 
kingdom must he born of God. 
This 
second birth, which is spiritual, im- 
j pails to him the nature of God and 
insures his sympathy with 
all 
the 
laws and institutions of the kingdom 
of heaven. 
Although God restricts citizenship 
to those who have become His chil­ 
dren by this second birth, He has no 
restrictions as to who may become 
Tlis children. 
Any man, of any age, 
of any nationality, and of any con­ 
dition in life, may become a son of 
God by receiving Christ as big Savior. 
“As many as received Him, to them 
gave He the right to become the chil­ 
dren of God, even to them that be­ 
lieved on His nam e; W'ho were born, 
not of blood, nor of the will of^the 
flesh, nor of the will of man, but of 
God.” 
The new' birth is not baptism, nor 
christian profession, nor church mem­ 
bership, nor a reformed life. 
All of 
these things follow the new* birth as 
effect follows cause. 
The new* birth comes by fepentaoce 
and faith in Christ, and is the implant­ 
ing of God’s spirit in men by which 
they are given victory over sin and 
prepared to become worthy citizens 
of the kingdom of heaven.
